CURE FOR CANCER. 


Solution of Great Problem by Scientists 


Working Under Patronage of New 
York State. 

[BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BUFFALO, Jan. 13.—Scientists who 
since 1899 have been studying cancer 
at the Gratwick Pathological Labora- 
tery of the University of Buffalo, un- 
der the patronage of the State of New 
York, are stated to be preparing a re- 
port which tndicates that they are 
nearing the solution of the great prob- 
lem. 


According to men who have taken 
part in the work, it has been proved 
that cancer is a parasitic disease, in- 
fectious in type: it has been trans- 
planted and reproduced in perfectly 
healthy animals; that the reproju-:- 
tion has been true cancer as it exists 
in the human, and that the disease in 
animals has been cured by the admin- 
istration of a serum prepared in the 
laboratory. What remains now is tie 
application of the results of animal 
experimentation to the cure of the dis- 
ease as it exists tn the human being. 

Much work remains to be done, before 
Dr. Roseweill Park, director of the lab- 
oratory, will be prepared to make the 
final announcement of a serum svit- 
abge for use in the alleviation and cure 
of cancer in human beings, out that 
this will be forthcoming in due time is 

to be an almost assured fact.

JANAUSCHEK’S CURSE. 


ili-fortune Followed the Actress Be- 
cause of a Coin Bearing Her 
Features. 


[New York Press:}] Mme. Fanny 
Janauschek, who died last week at 
Amityville, L. I., was an actress whose 
face was ned in silver, like that of 
Faustina, and its minted beauty 
brought sorrow to those who made it, 
just as Faustina’s features on the Ro- 
man coin brought disaster to Sertorius., 

When Janauschek Was a young 
woman she played ingenues in the the- 
ater in Frankfort-on-Main, for which 
Goethe made his dramatic story of 
Mignon—but long afterward, of course, 
Frankfort was then a free city, 
and made iis own money, which passed 
eurrent through the country now em- 
braced in the German empire. Its 
treasurer was Herr Von Grefke, a 
young man who, in addition to 
other duties, was superintendent of 
the mint. He became infatuated with 
the young actress, whether ar- 
tistic Influences or other is not re- 
corded, but in honor of his sentiment 
he had struck off .an issue of silver 
coins which bore her features, marked 
even 6 a scar on the cheek which the 
actress bore to her death. 

The scandal created by this issue of 
coins was tremendous and within its 
limits worked the overthrow of the lo- 
cal government and led to the suicide 
of Herr Von Grefke. It also led to the 
passing of the actress to this country, 
where she always afterward remained. 
Numismatically the Janauschek thaler, 
which was issued in limited numbers, 
is worth about $10, or 10 to 1. 

Mme. Janauschek possessed a strin 
of them, thirty-five in number, whic 
‘she wore In Leah the Forsaken when 
she played that strong part, and at no 
other time. She did this because at the 
time the coin was struck she was play- 
ing a minor character in the same 
drama. She first came to this country 
to play in German and Frederick Pil- 
lot. her manager, who afterward be- 
came her husband, induced her to at- 
tempt English renditions. She essayed 
the highest effort, and her husband and 
she knew a long series of disaster be- 
fore she established herself as an ac- 
tress of real power in the English ver- 
sion of “Bleak House.” known as 
“Chesnexy..Wold,” playing the dual 
parts of Lady Dedlock and Hortense. 

In the interval before that success 
she was forced to pawn her jewels— 
and among them the row of Janaus- 
chek thalefe—in Philadelphia. When 
she redeemed them there were two 
missing, and she conducted an unsuc- 
cessful series of lawsuits for their re- 
turn.

AGNETISM 
OF NAPOLEON. 


EXERCISED MYSTERIOUS POWER 
OVER HIS FOLLOWERS. 
Even His Enemies Affected When | 
They Came Within His Influence. 
Davoust’s Peculiar Devotion to His 
Imperial Master—English Sailors 
Fascinated by Him. 


{Chicago Tribune:] I see that the 
revivalist preacher who i&. infecting 


tributes his success as much to mag- 
netism as to inspiration. He is, he 
says, physically se magnetic that his 
watch, which goes right in his hand, 
goes wrong in pis pocket. Certainly, 


bem by universal admission, his suc- 


cess is not due to his eloquence, which 
is neither rhetorical nor passionate. Is 
there, then, anything, or perhaps 
everything, in hig personal magnetism 
not, of course, of the crude, physical 
king which would affect the works of 
a watch, but of the spiritual kind which 
affecta minds, hearts and souls? No 
one, I think, can read history and douodt 
the existence of such a mysterious 
force, whether you call it magnetism, 
or hypnotism, or inspiration. Let me 
take in illustration, or, perhaps I might 
say, in proof of the existence of this 

power, the fascination Napo- 
leon exercised, even before his rise and 
after his fall, upon those most bitterly 
prejudiced against him. 

Generals, we know, are as jealous 4s 
prima donnas, an@d imtense was the 
jealousy of the generals whom yovrg 
Bonaparte Was sent to supersede when, 
thanks to influence with the directory, 
he was appointed to the command of 
the army of Italy. Here is Taine’s ac- 
count, taken from contempurery me- 
moirs, of the meeting of Bonaoarte ond 
Augerau:

Cises a fascination upon me that I can- 
not explain to myself, and to such a 
degree that, though I fear neither God 
nor devil, when I am in his presence I 
am ready to tremble like a child, and 
he could make me go through the eye 
i a needle to throw mysel¢ into the 

re.”’ 

Davoust, in comparing Maret's devo- 
tion to Napoleon with his own, said: 
“Had the Emperor said to Maret and 
me, ‘It is important in the interest of 
my policy that Paris be destroyed with- 
out a single person leaving it or escap- 
ing,’ Maret, I am sure, would have kept 
the secret, but he could not have ab- 
stained from compromising himself by 
seeing that his family got clear of the 
city. On the other hand, I, for fear of 
letting the truth leak out, would have 
let my wife and children stay." 

Even in the history of Napoleon there 
is nothing more extraordinary than his 
single-handed reconquest of France 
(which must, you would say, have been 
sick of his tyranny and of its cost in 
blood) on his return from Elba. The 
generals sent and sworn to arrest him 
ata single glance from him became his 
slaves, ‘‘Napoleon,” writes Lord Wol- 
geley of this return from Elba, “lands 
in France alone, a fugitive, and within | 
a few weeks succeeded, without_ blood- 
shed, in upsetting all organised author- 
ity in France under its legitimate King. 
Is it possible for the personal ascend- 
ancy of a man to affirm itself in a 
more astounding manner? But from 
the beginning to the end of this cam- 
paign, which was his last, how remark- 
able is the ascendancy he exercised 
over the allies, obliging them to follow 
his initiative, and how near he came to 
crushing them.” 

In the recently published narrative 
by Admiral Maitland of Napoleon's 
bearing and treatment on board H.M.S. 
Bellerophon—“The Surrender of Napo- 
leon’’—-the admiral gays: “After he had 
quitted the ship, being desirous to 
know the feelings of the ship's com- 
pany toward him, I asked my servant 
what the people said of him. “Why. 
sir,” he answered, ‘I heard several of 
them conversing together about him 
this morning, when one of them ob- 
served: “Well, they may abuse that 
man as much as they please, but if the 
— of England knew him as well as 

ye do they would not hurt a hair of his 
head,” in which the others agreed.’ 
This was the more extraordinary,” 
adds the admiral, “‘as he never went 
through the ship's company but once, 
immediately after his coming on board, 
and he did not then speak to any of 
ithe men, merely returning their salute 
by pulling off his hat. And ‘in conse- 
quence of his presence they suffered 
many privations, such ag not being al- 
lowed to see their wives and friends or 
to go on shore.” 

“Lord Keith,” says Admiral Maitland, 
“appears to have formed a high opin- 
jon of the fascination of Napoleon's 
conversation, and expressed it em- 
phatically to me after he haq seen him. 
Speaking of his wish for an interview 
with the Prince Regent, ‘D—~—n the 
fellow,’ he said. ‘If he had obtained 
an interview with His Royal Highness, 
in half an hour they would have been 
the best of friends in England.’ 

IDOLATROUS LOYALTY. 

“The nearer people came to Napo- 
leon.” says Heine, “the more they ad- 
mired him; with other heroes the con- 
trary is the case.” But the loya!ty of 
those to whom Napoleon could have 
been little more than a name, and that 
a name associated in their minds with 
every conceivable misery, was yet more 
idolatrous. No one who has once read 
them is likely to forget Heine's two 
poems—one in prose, the other in verse 
—on the return from their Siberian 
prison of the French survivors of the 
appalling retreat from Moscow—still 
idolatrously loyal to the Emperor. And 
here is an extract from Heine's “Citi- 
zen Monarchy of the year 1832:" “As 
the Jews uttered not lightly the name 
of theic God, so here in Paris the name 
Napoleon is seldom heard.

During the past year Mr. 
Ford has been doing a great work in 
classifying and listing chronologically 
the Jeffersonian manuscripts trans- 
ferred to the Library of Congress by 
the State Department. The careful ex- 
amination of these. manuscripts has 
t to ight much valuable and in- 
teresting historical information re- 
lating to the period covered by the 
life of our third President. One little 
feature of these discoveries was made 
use of by Mr. Ford in his talk before 
the Historical Society, giving quota- 
tions from c e letters, to 
show the relations which Jefferson held 
to the newspapers of his day. The anti- 
Federalist press vilified ashington 
and Adams, and I am sorry to say that 
there seems to be sufficient evidence to 
show that Jefferson quietly aided one 
abetted the editors of these papers in 


\izen of New York, and Philip Freneau, 


who for three years published in 
Philadelphia a Jeffersonian organ 
known as Freneau’s Gazette, wére the 
most virulent in their attacks upon 
the Federal administration. Freneau, if 
not a friend of Jefferson, was a tool, 
and Jefferson, then Secretary of State, 
gave him a position in the State De- 

rtment as translator, although he

That Jef- 
ferson encouraged Callender and sent 
him money in recognition his writ- 
ing the former’s existing letters clearly 
prove. But when Jefferson became 
the a rentiy had no fur- 
ther use for lender, whose talents 
were of a low order. Refused appoint- 
ment to an office he sought, Callender 
turned to bite the hand that had once 
fed him, and drew a pen thm of 
Jefferson that was copied in every Fed- 
eralist newspaper in the land. The ef- 
fects of this vilification exist to this 
day, for in the New England States 
Thomas Jefferson is known, not for 
what he was, not by his own writings, 
but by the distorted. portrait drawn by 
the vindictive — of Tom Callender.
